From Wesley Hall, July 23, 1994: 
Dear NEATO/Old Bus Review Editor, 

I never thought that I would be writing to New Mexico 
in order to join a North Eastern VW bus club (or is NE for 
New England?). [Editor's note: a suggestion has been made 
to have NE stand for “Nearly Everywhere.”] 

Over the years I have looked at NEATO publications 
while visiting our daughter's home in Boscawen, New 
Hampshire. You may recall that my son-in-law, Tom 
Huyghebaert, was one of NEATO's early members. Our 
daughter, Gaylynn, was born into a VW family, as we had 
VW “bugs” in the 1950s and were proud owners of a new 
1958 Micro Bus which we drove from Rhode Island to 
Alaska in 1958. Like so many other former owners of early 
model VW transporters, I am sorry that I parted with our ’58 
Micro Bus in 1963. 

At the time I felt compelled to up-grade from 36 hp. As 
School Superintendent in Telluride, Colorado, I had 
responsibility for transporting our high school baseball and 
basketball teams to our away games. In order for us to play 
an afternoon game at another high school we often had to 
leave Telluride very early in the day, as the Micro Bus 


climbed grades in the San Juan Mountains yery slowly. Our 
players were missing too many classes, so I ordered from a 
Chevrolet dealer, sight unseen, an air-cooled 1964 
Greenbriar van and reluctantly sold our wonderful ’58 bus. 
Buying the Greenbriar was one of my worst mistakes. 

Ralph Nader, in his book Unsafe At Any Speed, warned 
the public about Corvairs, but I didn't know that the 
Greenbriar was a van model of General Motors Corvair. 
However that is quite another story. 

Upon moving back East we bought a new 1965 VW 
Micro Bus and have had at least a dozen different VW 
transporters over the years. As we have never managed to 
reside in a community of vintage VW bus enthusiasts, I 
haven't found a place to store some of my busses which are 
no longer in current use. In some ways I envy guys who 
have hobbies like collecting model trains or model VWs. 
The models can be easily and neatly stored away in boxes, 
unlike a collection of VW busses! 

At present I have only a small collection of busses 
tucked away here and there. Out of a sensitivity to neigh- 
bors' concerns, in residential areas it seems impossible to 
keep one's collection in one place. For years I dreamed of 
finding, at a bargain price, an abandoned dairy farm in New 
Hampshire with a big barn, suitable for parking a large 
number of VW busses. To date I haven't found “my dream 
barn,” at least not one located in an area where Mrs. Hall 
cares to live. 

Recently, as I have become aware of the existence of 
other VW bus enthusiasts, I have wondered about making 
contact with someone who has a suitable storage area for 
VW busses not in current use. I have reluctantly parted with 
so many VW busses over the years and I dislike the thought 
of parting with those I still have. It is so satisfying to get 
needed parts from one of your own unused vehicles, 
compared to hunting in junk yards for a part from a vehicle 
which you years ago gave to that very junk yard. . . 

l attended last year the First Annual VW Car Show and 
Swap Meet in Johnson, Vermont. I shall be there with ear 
plugs for the Second Annual event in September. I wonder 
if too-loud music is played these days at all VW events. I 
must ask VW buffs at the Green Mountain VW Club the 
same question.

8" drill bit which I will tap to 5 mm, but this is a bitch. I 
would like to save the original 3.5 mm threading—is this 
possible?

He’s been working with VW motors all day long for many 
years now and knows his stuff. 

Caution: Before the enthusiast leaps to defend a pet 
accessory or process, please understand that my questions 
focused on building a reliable engine for an early Type 2 
designed for daily or near daily use. 

Tom, what’s your opinion on. . . Doghouse Coolers? 

“They never did change the basic problem—the theory 
was that since the left side got hotter, the doghouse shroud- 
ing would reduce the heat problem on the left side. But the 
dual ports kept dropping valves just like the single ports. It 
wasn’t until the speed limit dropped and the metallurgy 
improved that we saw a change. I’m kind of neutral on them 
unless you do it right with the proper shrouding and the exit 
tube and all that.” 

. .. Hydraulic Lifters? 

“Not worth crossing the street for. Bob Holland, who 
works for BAP/GEON now was into hydraulics. He looked 
at two systems, one from Gene Berg, one from Quads, and 
the last I talked to him, he said it wasn’t worth the effort, the 
reliability question is still up in the air. And where does it 
get you? It just gets you away from adjusting valves.” 

... Balancing? 

“Unless you're gonna go 900 miles an hour, not worth 
the effort. The biggest offender is the pressure plate. When 
we balance an engine, the thing we're most likely to replace 
is the pressure plate. Flywheels are almost always right on 
the button, crankshafts are always right on the button, 
pistons, some of the new sets are coming out with a fair 
variance in piston weight, but unless you're going to go 
high RPM, the average Bus doesn’t turn high enough to 
worry about dynamic balancing.” 

. .. Dual Carbs? 

“Your single largest power increase comes from dual 
carburetors. Bob Holland tells me that he thinks the best 
combination is a stock engine with dual carbs on it, and I’ve 
gotta agree. I always say ‘stick with stock’ but if you've 
gotta have power, either buy a Ford or go with dual 
carburetors.” 

. . Auxiliary Oil Sumps and Coolers? 

“T’m really opposed to them, especially the oil coolers 
that end up in the engine compartment—they actually 
increase the temperature. Gene Berg has done some stuff

that indicates they actually raise engine oil operating 
temperature, ‘cause all they do is recirculate the hot air. 
The plumbing gets in the way. The external sumps are really 
vulnerable to damage. I think the whole attention to oil 
temperature begs the question. I think the real attention 
Should be on head temperature—if you can get your head 
temperature down, then the oil temperature is going to go 
down. Doing things like keeping the flaps in the fan housing, 
keeping the engine compartment stitched up tight, no holes 
to pull hot air off the muffler, keeping the timing right, no 
cracks in the intake boots, all these things keep the heads 
cool and that’s more important than working on the oil, in 
my book.” 

. ..Where are your motors available? 

“Autovice and Wagenshop, there and Bow Wow. I 
consign my engines through them, they’re my best retail 
outlets. People can buy from me, but I just don’t really cater 
toward that. I mostly wholesale.” 


Follow Up: Alert readers will recall a ULHC column that 
advised getting your Type 2 appraised for insurance purposes. 
Achieving this admirable goal has now been made achievable. 
I recently received information from Automotive Consulting 
& Information Services, a local firm that specializes in vehicle 
appraisals. Kelly Koeneke, the proprietor of A.C.I.S., has 
performed VW appraisals and is familiar with the VW world. 
A.C.LS. can be reached at (206) 881-7048. The material Kelly 
sent included an appraisal of a 1953 Beetle. The report, an 
impressive document designed to assuage the anxiety of the 
most jaded insurance person and performed ata cost of $49.95, 
included sections on Body & Chassis, Glass, Chrome, Interior, 
Comparable VW’ s and more. Call Kelly, mention the Old Bus 
Review and start getting your act together.

So You Have a Fresh Engine 


And You Want it to Last 
By Bob Donalds 


ust as with the engine in a brand new car, a rebuilt 
J engine needs a break-in period to insure long life and 
low oil consumption. The new rings, lifters and valves have 
to find their place in the scheme of things. 

The new rings and cylinders generate a lot of friction 
during the break-in. The bore has a cross-hatch scratched 
into it, and dragging rings across the freshly honed bore 
creates initial frictions that are only there until the rings seat. 
Three rings on four pistons moving up and down real fast, 
even at low RPM, create a lot of heat in a new motor, and 
this is extra heat the new motor has to contend with. 

Oil is a very good heat exchanger as well as lubricant. I 
change the motor oil twice in the first thousand miles. Any 
name-brand 10-30 oil will do the job. The used oil comes 
out looking like metal flake because it has the residue from 
the rings and cylinder walls. In my motors, I use Mahle 
pistons and cylinders which have graphite coated skirts. 
This prevents the piston skirt from scuffing and adds to the 
sparkle in the oil. You will see a decrease in crankcase 
pressure when the rings finally seat properly. 

I use new or reground OEM camshafts and German 
lifters in my engines, If lubricated properly, these pieces 
will work-harden. If they become dry they will scuff and 
wear out rather than break in. After-market camshafts are 
not induction-hardened as are the OEM camshafts, and must 
rely on a hard lifter to harden themselves. I prefer a hard- 
ened camshaft to start with. This makes an even playing 
field for all the parts. 

A fresh valve job produces a good seal in the heads and 
good compression. (Pressure is heat!) Valves will work into 
the seat very quickly and the clearance needs to be checked 
twice in the first thousand miles. I am also very big on 
spring tension. Those valves should follow the camshaft as 
closely as possible. They should not float. Most valve-train 
damage occurs from pounding as they float. I use new 
springs and sometimes shim them for higher pressure. 

The rebuilt engine is oil- and air-cooled, and, as you 
can tell, overheats even before putting a load on it. So how 
can you take care of this overheating new engine you just 
spent money on? 

Keep it as cool as possible. Make sure you install the 
whole cooling system and all fresh-air tubing. Set the timing 
as best you can. Before you actually start the engine make 
sure you have oil pressure. Crank it over with the coil wire 
removed and watch for the oil light to go out. Now attach 
the coil wire and start the engine. Above all, do not let it 
idle for at least the first twenty minutes. Keep it at 1500 
RPM for that time. The reason for this is to keep the cooling 
fan spinning fast enough to properly cool the oil and heads. 


Driving it for that first twenty minutes (putting a load 
on it) would be the worst thing you could do. It creates too 
much heat and the fan might not spin fast enough. Also, 
wind resistance on the highway increases with speed and 
adds to the load put on the engine. This is really true for 
flat-nosed buses. For this reason, once you do begin driving, 
keep your speed under 55 mph for the first thousand miles. 

One last note about gasoline. If it has been in the car for 
one year or more, get rid of it. Old gasoline does not flash- 
burn the way fresh gasoline does and can continue to burn 
as it leaves the head. As it enters the exhaust system it is 
still burning. I have seen exhaust systems glow red-hot 
because of old fuels. 

It has been my experience that small details make or 
break a project, and these small adjustments and fine 
tunings are not guess work. After rebuilding an engine, my 
policy is to review the customer’s installation so that the 
customer will have the best running engine for the longest 
possible time. This follow-up is very important, and service 
not usually offered by other engine rebuilders.

Chapter Five: Body Massage Basics 


t the end of the last installment I was left with the totally 

gutted body of a ’67 Microbus Deluxe Sunroof and a 
jagged weld around the entire roof at the drip channel. The rest 
of the body was sound, but it was far from the cherry restoration 
I was seeking. I wanted it to look like it had just left the 
Hannover plant if I could. I wanted to do it myself if I could. 
Thad touched up a scratch or two, popped a dent now and then 
and even painted a door with aerosol cans. Armed with a good 
solid lack of body work knowledge, I enrolled in the commu- 
nity college course titled “Auto Body I’ and hoped for the best. 
Five semesters later I had learned enough to doa decent job on 
the bus, and enough to know I didn’t want to earn a living at 
body work. 

Whether your project is a full restoration that will take 
months or years to complete, or simply fixing the dings along 
the side of your bus from parking next to idiots with 2-door 
Cadillacs, there are some basic lessons of body work that will 
keep it on the road a little longer. Some of them I learned the 
hard way, some of them are common sense that seems to be 
forgotten in the frenzy to make it look good. 

Lesson 1: This stuff is dangerous! Every tool, solvent or 
device in the auto body field can bite. Metal cutters cut skin and 
bone, grinders will usually stop at skin and muscle. Solvents 
ignite and then it’s over quickly, but inhaling too much can 
make you see stars at the very least. Sand blasting is not a day 
at the beach. Side effects run from nasty abrasions to silicosis. 
Body fillers have fiberglass (right up there with asbestos), 
aluminum (linked with Alzeimers) or plastic (everybody’s 
favorite) in them. When you sand and breathe them, you may 
be ensuring that your bus outlives you. So wear gloves, masks, 
hoods, whatever it takes. The major catalyst is fatigue, so take 
a break from time to time. 

Lesson 2: Pick a system and stick with it. Every auto parts 
and paint shop has suppliers of different brands. Ask for 
literature on their products and find out what type of primers, 
sealers, cleaners, solvents and top coats are offered and work 
well together. The college offered one brand name (low bid, no 
doubt), but the local store was selling DuPont. Iboughtmy own

supplies, took them to class, and stayed with the DuPont 
system from primer to color coat. The guy behind the counter 
will only give you that “here comes a sucker” look the firsttime 
you walk in and ask for a gallon of 3812S. After that you’ ll say 
it with confidence and he won’t doubt you. 

Lesson 3: There’s an order to all of this. The finished color 
is the first thing you want to see, but the last coat to apply 
(unless you’ re adding a clear coat). The system I used on bare 
metal was, in order of application: 

1. 5717S Metal Conditioner 

2. 3812S Reducer (wipe down) 

3. 615S/616S Variprime Self-Etching Primer/Converter 

4. 3812S Reducer (wipe down) 

5. 131S Fill ‘N’ Sand Primer 

6. 3812S Reducer (wipe down) 

7. 1984S Velvaseal Sealer 

8. 3812S Reducer (wipe down) 

9. Centauri Color Coat with 8022S Reducer 

None of that addresses the wet sanding or tack cloth work 
between coats or metal and filler work, but each step has a 
purpose. If corners are cut for a quick and dirty job, a quick and 
dirty job is what you'll get. One of the major house paint 
companies has a slogan: “Prepare the surface, insure the 
result.” I lived by that. 

Lesson 4: Rust never sleeps (with a nod to Neil Young). 
Grinding, stripping, blasting, sanding and cutting all work well 
to remove rust. Once you see bare metal, don’t close up shop 
for the night without covering it. It is always easier to remove 
primer or paint than to remove rust. Don’t expect primer to 
protect very long. Primer is not meant to seal, it is meant 
primarily for adhesion of subsequent coats. If you live in the 
Tust belt then you’ ve seen those weekend projects drive by, one 
door in primer, with rusty red streaks running down the side. 
For them too many weekends and too many rain storms have 
gone by for primer alone to do the job. A garaged project may 
be OK for months in primer, but if the weather will get to it, then 
paint it, even if you have to sand the paint all off again the next 
week. 

Lesson 5: Less is more, filler that is. In architecture this 
concept brought us some rather stark 1960s buildings. In body 
work it means that when body filler is required, the thinner the 
better. That means that the metal should be as close as possible 
to the desired shape so the filler can be as thin as possible. 
Methodologies vary, but it all boils down to massaging the 
metal with heat, hydraulic expanders (or the stand-by VW 
stock jack), pullers, hammer and dolly, or whatever manner 
you devise. 

Lesson 6: Busses are metal, not plastic. There is an 
convenience aspect of picking up a can of Bondo at the 
hardware store. You can be tempted, but walk away. If conve- 
nience were your reason for driving, would you have a split 
window bus? All of the common hardware store variety body 
fillers havea plastic base. Iadmit I tried them too, however I’ ve 
seen plastic fillers pop off, shrink, and curl around the comers. 
I’m not a purist, lead-only body filler advocate either. In 
between plastic and lead is an aluminum base body filler that 
mixes and applies like Bondo. I have used it for 10 years with 


no shrinkage or separation. Two brands I know ofare All Metal 
and Silver Metal. Avoid Silver Metal if you can. The stuff just 
won’ tharden. Rough sanding it just gums up the sandpaper. All 
Metal always gave me good results and I’d recommend it to 
anyone. 

Lesson 7: Sand flat, not smooth. All the metal straighten- 
ing, body filling and priming in the world won’t do justice to 
the flat sides of a bus. The wavy lines and dings that stand out 
in the sunlight when you get down and look the length of the 
side of a bus are due to improper sanding. Use the largest flat 
block you can hold comfortably. Sanding smooth will feel 
good when you run your hand over a small area, but close your 
eyes and run your hand along the surface for a couple of feet. 
If it’s not flat, you'll feel it. Spray a coat of primer on it and look 
at it from an angle while the primer is still shiny wet. If you 
don’t see waves, you got itright. Ifnot, get your block and sand 
some more. If metal appears, it’s a high spot that needs to be 
hammered (lightly please) back down and a thin coat of filler 
applied. One tactic I’ve found helpful is to buy primer in two 
colors (light and dark) and alternate colors as you sand. If you 
can’t sand through the color you last applied, that’s a low spot 
that needs to be filled. 

Reading this article will not make anyone an auto body 
expert. These techniques came from reading the text book, 
listening to the instructor, and practice. They may not apply to 
your particular case (except Lesson 1). If your undertaking 
involves body work you want to do yourself, best of luck. If you 
can afford to take your bus to a body shop, this may give you 
an appreciation of why it costs so much. In the next installment 
Iplan to cover putting those last few coats of color on top of the 
good foundation. It bears repeating: Prepare the surface, insure 
the result.

Lance was voted Best Instructor in the 
nation by General Motors three years running. The Cascade 
Kombi donation will be matched by GM and the fund will be used 
to provide scholarships to the Professional Automotive Training 
Center. 

NEATO members figured prominently in the car show 
judging. In the “People’s Choice” category, Matt Callahan of 
Bellingham won the “Cabriolet” class with his 1962 Beetle, 
Seattle’s Jeff Slater scored Ist in the “Split Window” category 
with his ’52 Bluegray Beetle, “Type 2 All Buses” won by Barry 
Guscott’s ’65 Red & White Deluxe (the colors, which were 
awarded “Best Paint” status, remind one of Barry’s Vancouver, 
BC, origins), Bob Freeman of Bainbridge Island led in the 
“Karmann Ghia” class with his ’57 two-tone green hardtop. 

‘The real action in Vintage Meet judging takes place in the 
“Owner Judged” category. No carnauba wax beauty contest here, 
“Owner Judged” is straight Peer Review, driven by critical 
evaluations performed only by the owners of the cars entered in 
the same category. The “Karmann Ghia” class was won by 
NEATO member Bob Freeman’s 1957 two-tone green hardtop 
with Seattle’s Wolfsburg Warehouse proprietor Bill Dierickx 
taking second with his 1959 Amazon Green unit. 8-year-old Tany 
Slater placed second in “Type 2 Working Pre °68" with her 1958
